sonal animosities which General 
Chiang Kai-shek’s quasi-dicta-| 
torial technique has continued. 
to inspire. At the root of the 
trouble is, of course, money. 
The effort to dispose of the 19th|

sparsely stocked with cash. The 
19th Route Army, moreover, was 
Inclined to rest on its oars or 
Jnurels, as the fancy decides to 
choose the term.

‘Canton Government and Gene 
Chen Chitang ‘between them 
take good care that Canton 
revenues do not go far afield, 
Will that understanding be equal 
to engagement ina joint enter- 
prise of alliance against the 
rebel Fukien regime? ‘Here 
again the suspicion and mistrust 
always so malignant where rival 
warlords are contemplating the 
portent of a third intruder, have 
to be given their accustomed 
weight. Mr. Hu Han-min, in 
Hongkong, has not yet shown 
his hand.

It is moreover 
plain that Canton is by no means 
enamoured of the prospect of 
renewing its acquaintance with 
communist armies and that 
alone is likely to deter General 
Chen Chi-tang from giving too 
ready an car to, blandishments. 
from Foochow. The line which 
Kuangsi is disposed to take has 
some bearing on the issue. And 
Kuangsi has some affiliations of 
which the Fukien group can de 
trusted to take what advantage 
they can. Unconfirmed reports. 
alleging clashes between Fukien 
troops and forces from Kuang- 
‘tung suggest that General Chen 
‘Chi-tang is by no means favour- 
lable to the new standard- 
He is by now well: 
to a position of considerable 
authority and, whatever hap- 
pens, he cannot be expected to 
surrender it, especially as some 
‘of the Fukien worthies are 
former colleagues from whom he 
parted with little reluctance. 
The real interest at the 
moment lies in the possible 
effect of this new revolt on 
the Government at Nanking, 
Weakened by the resignation of 
Mr. T. V. Soong, in whose place 
a new Finance Minister is hard- 
ly yet able to gauge the difficul- 
ties of a difficult task, the Gov- 
ernment has had to delegate a 
great part of its authority to Gen- 
eral Huang Fu in the North. 
knows too that, in close assoc 
tion with the trend of political 
movements at Peking, is the 
Government of the important 
province of Shantung, where 
General Han Fu-chu ‘has  re-| 
ceived implicit testimonials to 
sage co-operation with the 
Japanese Consul-General at 
Tsinanfu. In Szechuen, where 
warlordism has been rampant 
for many moons, General Lit. 
Hsiang bears the brunt of re- 
sistance to the communist threat 
from the Shensi and Kansu 
borders. At Changsha the able 
control of General Ho Chien 
‘marks Hunan’s progress in road- 
development and also an almost | 
impartial affection for both Can- 
ton and Nanking at one and the 
same time. Finally, in a great 
part of the province of Kiangsi, 
‘the so-called Soviet Government 
‘of China has been able confident 
ly for over two years to point to 
an administrative achievement 
which has owed nothing to Nan- 
King’s direction and which is 
racked by armed forces engaged 
in guerrilla warfare against the 
(Generalissimo himself. General 


















































Chiang Kai-shek has not con- 
sealed his present negligent re- 
Jgard for Nanking; he is there 
for a few moments snatched 
from contemplation of his elab- 
ite plans for overthrowing the 
Kiangsi Reds.’ He has given 
jclear indications of his dis- 
approval of any obstruction to 
‘the rapprochement with the 
Japanese in the North and he 
keeps well away from personal 
direction of affairs which Gen- 
eral Huang Fo is competently 
handling by the simple device of 
facing the realities which are to 
be daily discerned by anyone in 
Peking. General Chiang Kai- 
jshek’s position would be in many 
respects beyond assault. He 
personally commands the best- 
jequipped and most numerous 
forces in China. They have be- 
hind them whatever prestige is 
to be acquired by being on the 
vay-roll of the recognised Gov- 
ernment of China. The privilege 
may not carry with it such sub- 
stantial benefits as sticklers for 
accuracy require, but it probably 
compares favourably with past 
experiences and _ alternative 
choices. Yet, in the circum- 
stances developed by recent 
events, it may be doubted 
whether General Chiang Kai- 
shek can view with complete 
jequanimity the latest challenge 
to his Government's authority. 
ieasure the accidents 
which have happened to that 
Government have been directly 
‘the outcome of personal animo- 
sity against himself, His policy 
has been attacked) rightly or 
wrongly, on the ground that it 
has tended to concentrate power 
jexclusively in his hands. Among 
the recalcitrants in Foochow are 
men who consider that General 
Chiang Kai-shek is the enem: 
rather than the Kuomintang Gov- 
ernment which is said to bow to 
his will. For some time it has 
been suggested that General 
Chiang Kai-shek contemplated 
seeking China's salvation by 
way of a fascist movement. He 
may have that design but, so far, 
little progress on those lines has 
emerged. Now it looks un- 
commonly as if he were in 
danger of isolation, unless, with 
‘the help of Mr. Wang Ching-wei, 
he can manage to reassert the 
political ascendancy of even a 
moderately ambitious adminis- 
tration at Nanking. 

It has been perceived that if 
the revolt in Fukien obtains any 
sort of backing, it creates a

tland Japan cannot be surmised. 


The statements of Japanese 
spokesmen have naturally laid 
stress on a desire to encourage 
Chinese sympathy with the pre- 
servation of stability in the 
North. Generally the Govern- 
ment at Nanking, despite certain 
dissident voices in the Central 
Political Council, is taken to ap- 
prove of a gradual, but effective, 
approach to the liquidation of 
outstanding issues in the North. 
‘On that account the actions of 
General Huang Fu are looked 
upon as acceptable to Nanking 
although, perhaps, the Japanese 
‘would not insist on too explicit 
an endorsement just now. Con- 
fronted by stalemate in 
Kiangsi and by a financial strin- 
gency, which cannot be banished 
by the mere change of Finance 
Ministers, General Chiang Kai- 
shek’s view of the Fukien revolt 
may be justifiably grim. It may 
actually test the strength of the 
attachment which is said to have 
been developed between him and 
the Japanese during the last few 
months. It is noteworthy that 











Canton has considerably relaxed 
its formerly tense antagonism to 
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Tokyo's doings. The steady pres 
sure of the improvement in the 
conditions under which the in- 
‘bitants of Manchuria are now 
living has plainly had a great 
effect_on political opinions in 
the North. Canton cannot be 
blind entirely to the picture 
which Manchoukuo presents in 
contrast with the ever-increasing 
luncertainty south of the Yellow 
River.

It wears down 
patience and tends to destroy 
confidence in such men ox mé 
sures as may be indicated for 
the work of recovery. While, at 
the moment, the personnel of the 
Fukien enterprise can hardly 
command enthusiastic faith and 
therefore, in the normal course, 
the Government might be expect 
ed to cope with the problem thus

Dr, Herbert, Chatley will not 
claim originality for the idea that, 
engineers should be called upon 
to save a stricken world from the 
economic woes which other less 

sagacious professions have b 
unable to avert. Nor is it qu 
fair to remind him that 
nited States of America hi 
an engineer as President. until 
March of this year. Particular- 
ly will it be forgotten that one of 
those fantastic schemes for 
putting economists in their place 
and making the law of gravity 
‘perform somersaults in sympathy 
with the riot among the cur- 
rencies {s said to be fathered by 

an engineer. For, really, it w 
‘a happy thought which ‘induced 
Dr, Chatley and other engineers, 
speakers at the dinner of the 
Institution of Electrical En- 
gineers, to puff out thelr pro- 
fessional chests. Not the least 
noteworthy remark was that of 
Dr. Paul Hsu who, evidently 
acutely sensible of ‘sharp dif- 
ferences of opinion and mis- 
understandings in Sino-Foreign 
relationships, emphasised tho 
co-operative ‘faculty which en- 
xineers possessed, owing to the 
precision of outlook demanded by 
a scientific training. The pro- 
fessions which cannot claim to 
order their procedure on the 
‘basis of logarithms and parabolas 
—although they are sometimes 
permitted to fly off at a tangent— 
will of course humbly note this 
clear evidence of the engineer's 
superiority. While they have at 
times heard rumours of heated 
discussions over the coefficient 
of friction and the respective 
merits of the suspension and 
cantilever bridges, they are quite 
prepared to accept the stigma of 
deing quarrelsome, unruly and 
difficult to please in contrast to 
the academic calm of | the 
engineer when on his job. They 
are ready to give the engineer, in 
fact, a full share of the privilege 
of helping the world to recovery. 
Cynically they might be disposed 
to observe that this is merely an 
act of poetic justice—or irony. 
The present plight springs 
directly from the serious dispute 
between the nations in the years 

































of the Great War. In that 
pageant of destruction the 
engineer played a leading part. 
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‘No-one who had experience of 
the whole-hearted and ruthless 
zeal with which the engineer 
would methodically plan to re-, 
move huge chunks of landscape 
in the interests of his particular 
‘side will deny to the profession 
ite’ thoroughness ‘20. much Te- 
quired for restoring economic 
stability.

In this area, as 
every Shanghailander knows, the 
majority of the foreign popula- 
tion are Japanese. The foreign 
population of the External Roads 
areas is estimated roughly at 
10,000 of whom probably about 
6,000 are Japanese, about 1,800 
British, perhaps 600 Americans, 
400 Germans, 450 Russians and 
500 Portuguese. These figures 
are admittedly conjectural but. 
correspond closely with the 
available official returns. ‘The 
growth of this area is, of course, 
due to the expansion of the 
Settlement and the congested 
state of the residential regions 
within the Municipal boundaries, 
Town planning and other 
schemes for urban improvement 
Jare necessarily handicapped by 
the lack of a clear demarcation 
of authority in these areas, or 
rather by the uncertainty which 
the controversy over the ad- 
ministration of those areas has 
evoked. On this point it is 
relevant to quote the Feetham 
Report:

‘a question which, as the months 
pass, grows in urgency and com- 
plexity. Regulations cannot 
govern the pressure of popula- 
tion in a big city. In spite of 
all the disabilities attaching to 
residence outside the Settlement, 
the sheer force of necessity 








tends to increase the foreign 
element in those regions. ‘That 
is the basie fact with which the 





authorities have to deal. 

It has long been understood 
that, appreciating the complexity 
‘of the issues, the Municipal and 
the Greater Shanghai authorities 
have endeavoured to cultivate 
the notion of preserving the 
status quo, pending discussions, 
This “gentleman's agreement” 
has naturally been subject to 
elastic interpretation. It could 
not indefinitely cover all emer- 
gencies but, on the whole, the 
chief points of its intention 
have been clearly understood 
and, except on certain respects 
and’ on certain occasions, faith- 
fully observed, The recurrence 
of “incidents” has aroused 
anxiety lest this salutary con- 
cordat should be in peril, ‘The 
Mayor of Greater Shanghai and 
his officials have won consider- 
able esteem and cordiality from 
the Municipal Council on ac- 
count of their readiness to trent 
this delicate problem with the 
proper degree of broadminded- 
hess and responsibility. It is 
sincerely hoped that they will be 
allowed to continue in this 
helpful trend of policy. That 
an early solution is to be achiev- 
ed may bea matter for doubt, 
although hope is still active.

Belgium's finances are sound. 
The country is in the gold bloc 
and is naturally sharing the 
anxieties of that condition just 
now.

‘as has marked Belgian effort in 
the last critical decade. As an 
industrial nation with a high 
standard of efficiency, Belgium 
plays an important part in the 
world’s commerce. Belgian iron 
and steel have a high reputation 
and Belgian piecegoods also 
form a notable item in the coun- 
try’s export trade, Depression 
has come but it is, it is hoped, 
yielding to the beneficent effects 
of that faintly-discerned “turn of 
the tide” to which every nation 
is eagerly looking.

The 
tiger gives no quarter and © 
pects none, though actually he 
ig not an aggressive animal.

So much is heard 
the point of view of the shikari 
and so little of that of the tiger, 
except when a Kipling arises to 
write the “Jungle Book.” There- 
fore most people know of the 
tiger shoot with elephants and 
beaters and other Viceregal or 
Durbarish paraphernalia, It 
used to be estimated that every 
tiger shot cost the host who 
arranged the beat something like 
£100—in the cold weather more, 
And that was before the War. 
Yet poor men who are prepared 
to take the risk of tracking the 
tiger on foot can—especially in 
the Sunderbands and the Central 
Provinces—get their skin and 
even make a profit. 

Indians have various notions 
about the efficacy of medicine 
produced from the tiger. Tiger's 
whiskers chopped up and drank 

with water are supposed to give 






































great strength and virility. Some 
‘of the animal's gastric juices 
are extracted to make weird 








medicine by village doctors. ‘The 
claw, which young women have 
sot in gold for brooches, is held 
to keep off evil spirits. It is 
not suprising to find this awe of 
the tiger producing some sort of 
spirit lore for, apart from his 
annual toll of human lives, he is 
forced to be the terror of village- 
life when he turns from his 
usual jungle prey to the domes- 
tic animals on which the econo- 
mic welfare of the peasant de- 
pends. The popular notion tha’ 
the man-eating tiger is the 
fiercest and strongest of all is a 
piece of human self-conceit. In 
point of fact that tiger becomes 
@ man-eater only when failing 
powers in speed and strength 
make it impossible for him to 
get his food from his jungle 
victims—they have the “legs” of 
him, so he lurks near human 
habitation first with the idea of 
annexing a docile buffalo or 
goat and then perhaps a two- 
legged creature who seems to 
him to be extraordinarily lack- 
ing in the craft of the jungle. 
owe 

One of the most attractive 
writers on Indian forest life was 
Eardley-Wilmot whose “Forest 
Life and Sport in India” is a 
classic. And he also earned 
the gratitude of animal lovers 
‘by his two little essays, “The 
Life of a Tiger” and the “The 
Life of an Elephant” produced 
in 1911 and 1912, Now the 
Kingfisher Library (Edward 
tArnold and Co., London) has 
reprinted these essays (illustrat. 
ed by the author’s daughter) in 
‘one slim volume. ‘The tiger and 
the elephant come so often into 
conflict that it is appropriate to 
have — th biographies thus 
linked together. And the author 
graphically describes a jungle 
fight (which the elephant won) 
and, like so many wars, he shows 
how it arose out of no real 
animosity but from the inevit- 


























lable circumstances of jungle 
life. On one side there was the| 
elephant with her new calf over 
whom she had watched with 
ceaseless care and whom she 
was gradually training to walk’ 
fast enough to enable her once. 
more to obtain the full protec- 
tion of the herd. She knew that 
to her even that protection was 
ways desirable; with her baby 
it was all the more necessary. 
On the other side was a tigress 
who had had several days’ ill 
luck in the jungle and who was 
the mother of cubs badly want- 
ing food. She scented the pre- 
sence of the young calf and felt| 
that her difficulties were solved: 
thus it was that nature in its 
‘eruelty had ordained that the love 
of these mothers for their off. 
spring should lead up to a 
struggle which must end in’ the 
playing of one tantly, yet result- 
ing in no apparent good . 
‘The plan was to drive off the 
elephant and then kill the calf. 
But the elephant, who normally’ 
might have fled from the tigress, 
was emboldened to remain d 
her baby. The tigress! 
slowly round her in

‘The elephant also turned slowly, 
keeping her ‘head to the foe. 
Soon the tiger ‘made a rush to- 
wards the calf and was met by a 
kick from the elephant’s hind leg, 
which staggered her for the 
moment and made her resume 
her prowl in the hope of finding 
some better. opening for attack, 
‘The duel proceeded in silence, and 
gradually’ an arena was formed 
in the forest, a eirele of trampled 
‘eras where’no concealment. was 
Possible. Several times ‘the 
Egress’ made onslaughts only. to 
be repulsed, and, at the last, 
savage at her ill-success, she 
bounded at the elephant’s’ head, 
clasping her with armed fore: 
paws, burying her fangs in

What of the other side? 

But the tigress’s eubs were call- 

ing for their mother till their 

feeble” cries died away in a 

whimpering protest as the weak- 

hess and. pain of starvation 
gradually. overcame them, 

In the tiger the instincts of 
the chase have their finest 
animal embodiment. The ele- 
phant presents a firmer picture 
of intelligence as distinct from 
craft, Eardley-Wilmot considers 
that the elephant combines 











The elephant’s _remarkable| 
faculty for remembering a 
grievance and acting according- 
ly is more generally known than 
his power of enduring pain: 
‘Those who have witnessed the 
extraction of an clephant’s molar. 
tooth by means of a crow-bar and 
mallet, who have assisted, athe 
opening of a deep-seated ulcer, 
and have seen the suffering of 
the animal expressed only’ i 
tears and groans, will place 
for sagacity and forbearance in a 
class above that which any other 
domesticated animal can hope to 
This adaptability of the elephant’ 
to domestic life is strikingly 
contrasted with the tiger’s fierce 
love of the forest and all that 
the forest implies. To him the 
music of the sounds which tell 
him more than newspapers tell 
that other animal, man, is the 
proper harmony of wisdom. In 
the cold weather he can roam 
far afield. In the hot weather 
the furnace-baked ground makes 
it difficult for him to endure the 
soreness which long treks would 
bring to his pads. So, in the hot 
weather, he is more casily 
tracked’ by the hunter—his 
domain is more restricted. And 
perchance he manages to 
arrive at the age when facul 
have become dimmed, he 
sometimes allowed before death 
to enjoy the brief revival of the 
vigour and daring of old. 

















Here he is, inexorably caught 
by the combined effects of man’s 
cunning and the inhibitions of 
passing years. Retreat is cut, 
off; a line of elephants bars his 
way to the forest and safety. A 
rifle-shot has hit him: 

‘And now all his fighting instincts 

were aroused, and his blood once 

more pulsed with the courage of 
his prime. ‘He lay gently switch 
ing his tail from side to side,’ 

Ustening to the movements of his 

adversaries. ... The growing. pain 
of the wound was making itself’ 
felt, and found expression in the 
continuous growling, which did
